As always, the new Xanadu will permit nar’ ead 
lishing on networks and open hypermedia publishing 
(free linkage and quotation among documents without 
red tape). Xanadu Light is being implemented using 
conventional database software tumed inside-out to 
support the Xanadu publishing model. 


The contracts, which extend existing ve law, are 
essentially the same for publishing with Xanadu Light 
as they were before. Revolution and the manifest 
destiny of literature?

Software is not about “functionality” and “interfaces.” 
That's how engineers think. Software is about how the user thinks 
and feels, the seeming of the interactive world. "Virtuality"-- a 
dictionary word for centuries-- is what we see, feel and think about, 


the seeming of things. Designing virtualities is what software is 


really about. And that makes it a branch of-- 

MOVIE-MAKING! Yes, friends, if you want to affect the 
heart and the mind of the viewer, youd better look where they 
already know how. You need to know all the techniques of film. 

And CONCEPTUAL STRUCTURE is at the center of 
virtuality: the world the user thinks is there, the constructs we make 
- Why do we go on imitating paper? (And why are text systems 
all linear? Why can't you move text sideways, out of the way, as 
well as up and down?) We can build better constructs, but not if we 
allow ourselves to be tied down to "metaphors." 

At the heart of this oben is Ted's model of General 
Thematics, his new system of tools for building and reworking 
ideas and constructs.
